About 1,000 miles of Ohio rail­ 
road (rack now marked for 
abandonment can be saved only 
by quick action by the governor 
and an approving vote by the 
people on Issue 8. the father of 
Ohio's new railroad authority 
said Friday. 


Hep. Arthur Wilkowski. D-46 
Toledo, who drafted the legisla­ 


tion setting up the Ohio bail 
Transportation Authority, said 
the state stands to lose millions 
of dollars in federal rail sub­ 
sidies unless both the governor 
and the people act. 


Wilkowski said Gov. James 
A 
Kbodes must appoint the 
new authority members as soon 
as possible to give the organ­ 
ization time to formulate a 


state rail plan, due in Washing­ 
ton by February to make Ohio 
eligible lor the federal money. 


And Issue 8, a constitutional 
amendment authorizing state 
financial aid to railroad com­ 
panies created by federal legis­ 
lation, is necessary to use the 
money Ohio could get. he said. 
Wilkowski also dratted the 
constitutional 
amendment.

C REO LE, La. <AP) — It 
looks like Ilic trappers also will 
wind up getting skinned in the 
nation’s only legal alligator 
hunt. 
The hunt was a success, al­ 
laying loars that that a brief 
early cold snap had put a crimp 
in it. But hide traders are ex­ 
pected to pay trappers a lot less 
than they have before because 
the United States has signed an 
U-nation treaty banning in­ 
ternational trade in skins 
stripped from creatures on the 
endangered species list. 
Because alligators are on 
that list’ their skins can’t be 
exported overseas where the 
best markets are, even though 
a change in federal regulations 
made the hunt legal. 
“ Ain’t that 
ridiculous?” 
fumed one large hide dealer, 
who asked that he not be 
named. 
“ They 
told 
me, 
There’s no way we can give 
you a permit to export those 
skins.’ So I ’m not bidding .” 
He predicted that sealed bids 
at the sale, tentatively sched­ 
uled for Wednesday, will range 
I rom $6 to $8 per linear foot — 
way off the $14.50 average post­ 
ed alter the last hunt in these 
same swamps. 
The 2.900 hides taken in that 
hunt brought a total ol $271,000, 
and most of them went to firms 
in Europe, with the best skins 
made into $50 men’s belts or 
¿150 women’s handbags. 
Oq the domestic 
market, 
complications include a New 
York State law against prod­ 
ucts made of alligator hide. 
These teeming coastal mar­ 
shes had warmed up before the 
hunt, so the alligators didn't go 
into hibernation, and about 4,- 
ooo of them got it right between 
their heady eyes. 
“ It looks like most hunters 
have filled out their quota,” 
said Ted Joanen, biologist for 
the state Wildlife and Fisheries 
Commission. 
The hunt, limited to 4,500 ’ga­ 
tors, ends Sunday, Alligators 
were caught on hooks baited 
with chunks of meat and hung 
high enough above the water 
that small 'gators couldn't 
reach them 
For 24 days, 180 licensed 
trappers, gliding through the 
swamps in llatbottom l>oats, 
gently “ fished” their hooked al­ 
ligators up from the water, shot 
them in the head, carted them 
home, skinned them, scraped 
the skins and salted them away. 
“ You better l>elieve it’s a 
hard day’s work,” said Joanen. 
Joanen said trappers must 
jiack their hides to the Wildlife 
and Fisheries office at Rock- 
efeller Wildlife Refuge to be 
tagged and graded Monday. 
The 
gators averaged six to 
seven feet in length. 
The meat, which Joanen says 
is excellent, rather like Irog 
legs or turtle steak, had to be 
throw n out or given away. Sell 
ing it remains against the law , 
despite the change in federal 
regulations permitting the 
hunt.

Care Stressed

The planned $8.4 million 
construction at the North 
Columbiana 
County 
Com­ 
munity Hospital East Unit was 
discussed by Administrator 
Robert Rice when he spoke to 
the Salem Rotary Club this 
w eek at the Memorial Building. 


Rice prefaced his remarks 
with jnformation*on the rising 
costs of hospital care. He noted 
that, when facts are taken at 
face value, it appears that 
hospital costs per patient have 
increased enormously over the 
past five to 10 years. However. 
Rice pointed out that a patient 
receives far more services, and 
is served by a larger number of 
better trained personnel today 
than he was several years ago, 
and is thus receiving more for 
his money. 
The planned construction is 
part of five years’ study by the 
hospital Board of Trustees and 
administration to try to develop 
a long-range plan to produce 
high quality care feasible to the 
Salem area at the lowest cost, 
Rice said. One major recom­ 
mendation was to centralize all 
acute health care at the East 
Unit. 
The areas in which major 
modernization and increases 
are planned are those of out- 
jiitient care. An increase of 48 
percent in such patients is seen 
within the next live years.

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Is This Agency Necessary 


The Story goes that a prominent t .S. senator 
was asked what C ongress would do when the new 
consumer advocacy agency he had proposed got 
out of hand, as it inevitably would. 
His answer was quick and simple: “ Set up a 
new agency to watch and regulate it.’ 
In Washington, there are dozens of offices and 
an assortment of agencies, whose job it is to 
watch out for the interests of consumers. 
They do an abominable job 
at great ex* 
pense, 
Some become captives of the industries the> 
are supposed to watch. Some get so involved in 
petty detail, in the collection of reports and the 
arguing of legal niceties, that they forget their 
objective is consumer protection, not paperwork 
and cases decided on bases so mushy they ac­ 
complish nothing 
A strong bloc in Congress is again pushing lor 
a new agency to oversee all government con­ 
sumer protection agencies and departments 
and all other government agencies as well. 
That new agency would be empowered to seek 
or mandate court action 
It would, if established, decide what is in the 
consumer interest. But there is no provision in 
the proposed law by which the agency would 
accurately determ ine consum er interests. 
Scholars I've talked to believe it inevitable that 
the agency, like the agencies it would monitor, 
would be forced to depend on information sup­ 
plied by pressure groups. There’s a strong body 
of academic opinion that this body would thus 
become prisoner of one vested interest or 
another. 
Unlike congressmen, forced by elections to 
keep in touch, however poorly, with constituents, 
the bureaucrats would be largely isolated behind 
the walls of their Washington offices, developing 


influ- 
their own concepts of consumer interest, 
enced largely by special interests. 
Congress has an agency 
the General 
Accounting OH ices which has the power to check 
on agencies and departments responsible for 
protecting the consumer. Congressional com ­ 
mittees have staffs and the legal means to re­ 
quire accountings from any agency or depart­ 
ment falling down on its job. 
Most congressional committees are charger*, 
w ith oversight 
which means that they are sup­ 
posed to be watchdogs. 
More students ol' the Senate and House are 
coming to believe this job of overseeing or 
watching what they have created is as important 
or more important than writing a multiplicity of 
hew laws each year. 
WII \TCONGRESS IS DOING then is passing 
the buck. 
The proposed agency lor consumer advocacy 
is. it appears, simply another attempt 
by 
Congress to run away from its job and lay its 
failure to some executive agency created as a 
diversion or lightning rod. 
As one scholar recently put it, the new con 
sumer agency would deflect the attention of 
consumers from Congress and the regulatory 
agencies, defusing some ol the political demand 
for less industry-oriented policies 
But Congress will, by all past evidence, give as 
little attention to the new agency as it has to the 
old agencies it gave birth to in past years. 
And so it will fail 
But not until it has w rapped us with a good deal 
of red tap»* 
Even so, it will live on. For a succession of 
administration and Congresses has found it im ­ 
possible to relorm or abolish agencies once insti­ 
tuted and set in motion.

Congressional Record, which most people 
believe is a faithful chronicle of deliberations on 
the floor of the House and Senate, with such 
things as letters trom constituents, newspaper 
editorials and “extensions of remarks — and 
sometimes even altering their actual remarks. 
As 
a 
com prom ise 
to 
reform -m inded 
colleagu es. Sen. Howard Cannon. D -N ev., 
chairman of the joint committee responsible tor 
the Record, has agreed to use a typographic 
device of some kind to enable readers of the 
Record to distinguish between this kind of 
stuffing 
and 
speeches 
actually 
made 
in 
Congress. 


Sponsors ot a reform resolution want a lot 
more. Not only w ould the resolution require that 
olf-the-floor material be printed in a different 
ty pe face, more importantly it would decree that 
corrections 
in 
congressional 
utterances 
he 
limited to changes in grammar and not sub­ 
stance. 
“Crossing out or writing in what one wishes is 
grossly misleading to both the public and the 
federal agencies and courts which rely on the 
Record to establish congressional intent,” says 
Sen Bob Packwood. R-Ore., one of the principal 
sponsors of the resolution. 
Will Congress vote for truth in government by 
making the Congressional Record the real 
record it is supposed to be?

The history of w arfare. up until the nuclear era 
any way, offers an abundance of examples of how 
every 
innovation in offensive weaponry has 
eventually been countered by a development in 
defensive weaponry*, and vice versa.

A case in point is a nifty little item called 
the “Taser Public Defender’’ which its maker.

Defender that has come to our attention, a young 
woman and her male companion walked into a 
gas station in Miami where the woman smilingly 
zapped I he attendant w ith the electronic dart gun 
and then helped her accomplice clean out the 
cash register. The attendant, who true to the 
company’s promise was not killed, described it 
as “the worst pain 1 ever felt.’’ 
To make the story complete, the Taser Public 
Defender was stolen from an office in Miami. In 
fact, it was one of e^ ht stolen — and not by any­ 
body interested in defend.r«t the public, you may 
be sure.

THERE HAS BEEN 
such 
uproar and turmoil that in the 
past IS years our culture has 
developed to the point* that 
‘ people are learning to be 
detached 
from 
strong 
passions,” Hendin said in a 
recent 
interview 
in 
his 
Manhattan office 
“Even worse.” 
he added, 
1 “we have come to the point 
• where people are more than 
' detached, but mildly titillated 
by these actions We've become 
a culture that is to be noticed. 
People want to have every 
p o s s i b l e 
e x p e r i e n c e 
imaginable, and it they don’t do 
it 
th em selv es, 
they 
live 
\ icariously.” 


Hendin, a 
pioneer 
in the 
application of psychoanalysis 
to the study ot contemporary 
society, believes that today s 
preoccupation with sensory 
experiences is rooted in the 
idea 
that 
“ any 
em otional 
| 
relation ship s 
will 
lead 
to 
unhappiness 
We 
protect 
ourselves by li\mg lives with 
commitments that 
are very 
superficial 
We replace them 
‘ 
with the feeling of sensations ” 
THE COLUMBIA 
t niver 
' 
sitv psychiatrist discusses his 


theories in a recent book. “The 
Age of Sensation” (Norton). 
‘The 
attitude 
today," 
he 
explains, “ is that if sex with one 
sex is good then sex with two 
sexes must be better. 
“Out of the unhappiness that 
so many people feel, they have 
begun to look for alternate 
lifesty les. They see young 
people and 
imagine they’re 
having such a great time, so 
they copy them ' 
Hendin 
ca lls 
this 
phenomenon “escape to the 
present.” He notes that “we 
always understood it when the 
blacks or the poor people did 
that, but now the middle class is 
doing the sam e thing- thinking 
that the past is irrelevant, and 
who cares about the future?” 


MANY PEOPLE 
today no 
longer 
pride 
themselves 
in 
being 
members 
of 
a 
good 
society 
that 
works 
right, 
Hendin says. “Now the attitude 
is to do anvthing that gets at­ 
tention.” Tne problem is that 
there has been a breakdown in 
distinction between fame and 
notoriety.” 
Once when persons wanted 
to pursue a different kind of 
lifestyle, they simply went to it 
Today, however, there is an 
attempt to politicize personal 
solutions.” 


Individuals no longer accept 
that they may have their own 
hangups, Hendin says. “What 
you do must be good for the 
world—make a cause of it 
And it takes a certain kind ot 
action to be noticed enough to 
gel a point across these days 
“If the thing to get the point 
noticed 
is 
an 
assassination 
attempt, 
it could encourage 
more- ol them,” 
KIDNAPPING 
is 
another 
example. “Was there anything 


on earth short erf kidnapping 
Patty Hearst that could get us 
to know about the Symbionese 
Liberation Army?" he asks. 
“ E verything has becom e 
converted 
in this 
way. 
It’s 
much more comfortable for 
people to feel that what they’re 
doing is in some way good for 
all mankind.” 
Hendin is afraid that these 
various 
types 
of 
social 
pathology 
are 
contagious. 
“People who are into drugs 
spread 
drug 
abuse. 
Violent 
crime spawns 
more 
of 
the 
same." 
ONE REASON 
FOR 
this 
confusion. Hendin says, seems 
to be the breakdown of family 
life. Many people no longer 
have the benefit of traditional 
families, and are trying to 
attach themselves to something 
similar. These may be groups 
like 
the 
Manson 
family, 
Reverend Moon’s 
people 
or 
even the young prostitutes who 
are “cared for" by their pimps 
“T hese 
groups 
provide 
people with a new fam ily,” says 
the psychiatrist. ‘They also 
allow them to act out rage 
against their real family by 
living a lifestyle they know will 
kill 
their 
real 
family 
emotionally." 
There 
has 
been 
much 
trustration with conventional 
family life, and from this has 
come the feeling that families 
don't work, Hendin says “We 
can see all the flaws with 
fam ilies,” he says, “ the idea 
now is to change those that 
don’t work and add some that 
do,” 
N e v e r t h e l e s s . 
H e n d i n 
remains optimistic about our 
culture “It’s too early to say 
exactly w hat will happen, but if 
I didn’t believe in the future 1 
wouldn't go around having two 
children.” 


WASHINGTON — NEA) - I 
have received a letter trom Dr. 
Frank T. Robbins, one of two 
physicians in a 28 bed hospital 
in Georgia. 
In 31 pages, he describes the 
deleterious effects on patient 
care and costs caused by moun­ 
tainous paperwork required by 
governm ent and 
insurance 
companies and a plethora of 
audits and inspections. 
THE FOLLOWING 
sum ­ 
mary speaks for itself: 
For the first four years, there 
were two employes in the busi­ 
ness office of Liberty Memorial 
Hospital in addition to the ad­ 
ministrator. That office now In­ 
cludes an administrator, an 
assistant administrator, a busi­ 
ness manager and nine other 
employes. During this sam e pe­ 
riod average hospital occupan­ 
cy has risen but slightly, from 
15.2 to 17.4 patients per day. 
Formerly the head nurse was 
in constant contact w ith the pa­ 
tients. Today she is almost 
completely preoccupied 
with 
paper work, and studies to pre­ 
pare her to correctly prepare 
reports. Though she supervises 
the nursing department, she no 
longer has that personal con 
tact with patients which con­ 
tributes so much to their re­ 
covery . 
U nfortunately, the charge 
nurses, floor nurses, obstetrical 
nurses and emergency room 
nurses are all similarly burden­ 
ed with a mounting volume of 
paperwork deemed necessary 
by various governing agencies, 
fiscal intermediaries and insur­ 
ance companies. As a result, 


the greatest portion ot care de­ 
livery rests with orderlies and 
aides. This represents an ex­ 
travagant waste ot the highly 
skilled nurses. 
V The 
in crease 
in 
nursing 
service personnel is directed at 
treating patient records rather 
than at treating patients. 
JUST THIS YEAR 
more 
stringent 
requirements were 
forced upon the hospital and 
nurses are no longer considered 
qualified to take a pill from a 
labeled stock bottle and give it 
to a patient as ordered by a 
physician. Instead, a pharma 
cist must now open tbe stock 
bottle, then dispense the pill in 
individual unit dose containers 
with a new label on each little 
container, and place these little 
containers in a special new 
small drug room beside the 
previous drug 
room at the 
nurses station. 
The sam e nurse who is con­ 
sidered unable to open the big 
stock bottle must then take the 
unit dose prescription, after she 
reads a sm aller label with the 
same wording as the large 
label, and give the medication 
to the patient. This system 
interposes one more step at 
which human error can occur in 
repackaging drugs 
IN 
THE 
FIRST 
SEVEN 
years, the hospital administra­ 
tor had time to administer the 
hospital. Now his time is almost 
com pletely consum ed with 
auditors on financial status, 
auditors from the various state 
and tederal agencies and var­ 
ious certifying investigators for 
iur hospital departments. 


Your Salem Officials 


Formerly the State Health 
Department was audited once 
or twice a year. Though every t 
audit and inspection passed 
with living colors, routine 
audits have increased to 57 this 
past vear. 
The last top to bottom Medic­ 
aid inspection resulted in a 
completely clean report with no 
deficiencies. Yet within a few 
days another laboratory audit 
was conducted by another gov­ 
ernment branch. This so tied up 
the lab technician on duty he 
w as unable to perform essential 
lab studies that day. Within a 
few da vs there was still another 
audit, not ot the hospital but of 
the efficiency of the previous 
auditors. In other words. Liber­ 
ty Memorial Hospital had to be 
reaudited so that 
a 
federal 
audit 
team 
could 
decide 
whether or not the previous 
auditors had done an effective 
job. 
The hospital administrator is 
no longer able to spend the time 
he should in improving the 
services. He has only 5 per cent 
of his time left for his job. 
The 
ch an ges 
m entioned 
above 
are 
expensive. 
None 
increase the quality of medical 
care. They decrease, what can 
he done for patients.

D EA R R E A D E R - No, 
acid neutralized coffee is not 
decaffeinated. If a coffee is 
decaffeinated it will say so 
specifically. I agree that it is 
o ften 
hard to te ll the 
difference between some 
brands of decaffeinated coffee 
and regular coffee as far as 
taste is concerned. If you like 
it perked you can perk it the 
way you suggested. 


Yes. all fru its contain 
p o ta s s iu m . 
Y o u 
need 
potassium for normal function 
of your cells. The principal 
s a lt in your c e lls is a 
potassium salt while the prin­ 
cipal salt in your blood and 
outside the cells is sodium 
salt. There are a variety of 
disorders that occur if one is 
low on potassium. 
D EA R DR. LAM B — I hope 


you can clear up this matter 
on nutrition.

caused her teeth to abscess 
and decay, therefore she will 
not give her grandsons milk 
while they are with her (three 
weeks). I gave them milk at 
my house, and they couldn’t 
get enough and that’s when 
she told me it was wrong. 
Instead of milk she gives them 
water or juice. She says her 
doctor says skim milk is bad 
because of the high car­ 
bohydrate content — but to 
drink the cream diluted with 
water.

M ilk does not 
cause abscessed teeth or den­ 
tal decay. On the contrary, 
good experiments in dogs 
have shown that a calcium 
deficient diet leads to loose 
teeth because calcium is lost 
from the bone around the root 
of the tooth. Then gum disease 
(p y o rrh e a ) 
w ith s m a ll 
abscesses and eventually loss 
of teeth develops. By retur­ 
ning the dogs to a good diet 
with lots of calcium the dental 
problem cleared up. 
Milk is our main source of 
calcium, and certainly grow­ 
ing children with a growing 
skeleton need lots of calcium. 
There is no significant amount 
of calcium in fruit juice, and 
some hard water has a little 
but not nearly the amount 
needed. Cream is low in 
calcium compared to milk, 
since cream is supposed to be 
mostly fat separated from the 
rest of the milk. It will not 
replace milk in terms of 
e ith e r good p ro te in or 
calcium. I hope these boys are 
getting plenty of milk at 
home.

DEAR FRAN — Why not line your rug, as hooked, 
crocheted and other such rugs are often done. Burlap 
works very well for this and can he hand stitched to the 
back edges. This also helps to keep dirt from the floor 
from working up into the rug. Felt might also be used. 
I hase found burlap to be most satisfactory on a large 
needlepoint rug I stitched some years ago. — PO LLY.

D EA R PO LLY — and Naomi — I often get several cozen 
flour sacks from b mill at one time and use the following to 
remove the colored printing on them.

until all color disappears. Wash in washer with detergent 
and bleach. This has worked for me for many years. - MBS.
